A Lager Beer Bill.

THE CYCLONE SUFFERERS. 


PLENTY OF MONEY AND OTHER RELIEF 
POURING IN. 


Homes Provided for Those Rendered Home- 
less—Work on the Ruins Being Pushed 
Rapidly—the Falls City HaligVictims—A 
Water Famine Threatening Louisville— 
The Damage at Other Points. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 1.—The work of 
providing homes for those rendered homeless 
by last Thursday night’s storm goes on as 
rapidly as possible. Work on the damaged 
houses is well under way, but the disagree- 
able weather still prevents the progress that 
could be made if it were more favorable. 
Yesterday the snow and rain did consider- 
able damage to the furniture in the 
damaged dwellings. On Main street 
signs have been posted on many of the stores, 
partly wrecked as they are, aunouncing the 
readiness of the proprietors to receive and 
execute orders as usual. 

Mayor Jacobs said yesterday that all the 
bodies had been recovered and that he was 
satisfied that 150 would cover the total num- 
ber ofthose killed outright and who would 
die from injuries received in the storm. 
The greatest suffering, he said, had fallen on 
the poorer classes who had by thrift and 
economy and years of saving accumulated 
epough to build their own houses. The Mayor 
is now satisfied that it was a wise move 
to place the city under martial law pending 
the search for the bodies and valuables under 
the debris. 

Yesterday Ed Myers, Isadore Lowen- 
stein, A. Marks and Ike Edel-

THE CHINESE AROUSED, 


A Movement to Secure the Rights Denied 
Them by Legislation. 


New Tonk, April 1.—All day yesterday 
crowds of Chinamen surrounded the Dill 
boards in front of 16 Mott street, trying to 
learn the contents of a five-foot Chinese 
poster of flaming red paper with gilt edges. 
This is a translation of a part of the prociam- 
ation: 

We, the undersigned committee, do re- 
spectfully inform you that the principal cause 


of our continued persecution by the races who 
differ from us in civilization and language is 
the fact that we have no voting power, that 
power having been unjustly deniod us by rea- 
son of partisan legislation through political 
rascality. This unjust legislation against us 
has been discovered by us recently to be un- 
constitutional, and it is our sincere belief also 
That such unjust dealings with the Chinese do 
not represent the true sentiments of the blue 
blooded Americans. Wenow desire our fel- 
low-countrymen tounite with us in an effort 
to present our many grievances in a proper 
manner before the American people. ‘his Is 
an important movement, a movement that 
needs not only good words, but good money 
to back it. Letall those who wish to enter 
into this matter with heart and money report 
at 9 Dover street. 

Mr. Wong Gong. the head of the committee 
which signs this document, said to a re- 
porter: 

„1 have been living here as an American 
citizen for sixteen years and lived iike an 
Alderman, too, When} wentto get my full 
naturalization paper day the 
Officials at the court laughed at me and told 
methat if I bad been bormover again right 
in New York, if my paren were Chinese, I 
could not become a citizeh. I got mad and 
have been working hard ever since to get 
vengeance. Ifail the Chinese whose rights 
are denied them, will joln me, we can obtain 
what we want.’’

IMPORTANT CHANGES MADE BY M’KINLEY 
AND HIS COLLEAGUES. 


A Redaction of $45,000,000 in Uncle Sam’s 
Revenues—Many Additions to the Free 
List—Drawbacks on Exporte‘} 

Articles Now Free Made Dut! able—Pro- 
visions of the Bill, 


Wasn Oro, D. C., April 1.—The follow ing 
articles are placed on the free list in McKin- 
ley’s tariff bill, in addition to the articles 
mentioned In yesterday’s POST- DISPATCH: 

Eggs of birds, fish, insects—the old provision 
reading: eggs. 

Fish, the product of American fisheries and 
fish caught by American vessels in the open 
waters of the lakes which form the boundary 
between the United States and the Dominion 
of Canada. 

Floor matting, manufactured from round or 
split straw, including what is commonly 
known as Chinese matting. 

Currants, Zante or other. 

Dates. 

Fruits, green, ripe or dried, not specially 
enumerated or provided for in this act.

Grease, degras and oils, such as are com- 
monty used in soap-making or in wire draw- 
ing, or for stuffing or dressing leather, and 
as are fit only for such uses, not specially pro- 
vided for in this act.

Old scrap or refuse India rubber, which has 
been worn out by use and is fit only for man- 
ufacture. 

Iyory and vegetable, ivory not sawed, cut 
or otherwise manufactured. (The present 
provisions reading ivory unmanufacturea. ) 

Natural mineral waters and all mineral 
waters not effervescent or artificial and nat- 
ural mineral salts, accompanied by the sworn 
certificate from the proper officers operating 
the springs, showing them to be obtained by 
evaporation, and shall not contain any ad- 
mixture of any substance foreign to the nat- 
ural water of such springs. : 

Molasses testing not above 56 deg. by the 
polariscope; provided, that if an export duty 
shall hereafter be laid upon molasses by any 
country trom whence the same may be im- 
ported, it shall be subject to duty as provided 
by law at the date of the passage of this act.

Needles, hand-sewing aud darning. 

Newspapers and periodicals; but the term 

‘*periodicals’’ as herein used shall be under- 
stood to embrace only unvound or paper- 
covered publications, containing current lit- 
erature of the day and issued regularly at 
stated periods, as weekly, monthly or quar- 
terly. .

Decorated glassware (45 per cent) 10 cents a 
pound and 50 per cent., thin blown glass 10 
cents a dozen and 40 per cent, beavy biown 
glass 5 cents a pound and 40 per cent, porce- 
lain or opal glassware from 25 cents to 75 cents 
per dozen and 50 per cent. [The above are new 
classes. . 

Unpolished cylinder, crown and common 
window glass (1% to 24% cents a pound) 1% to 
8 cents a pound. Polished cylinder and crown 
g lass, sizes less than 16 by 24 (now 2% cents 
per foot) are not provided forspecifically, and 
will pay 4cents. The same is true of cast pol- 
ished plate- glass (now 3 cents per foot below 
10x15), which will pay 5 cents. 80 in plate 
looking-glass the small size (now 4 cents a 
foot) will pay 6 cents. 

Schedule C—Metais: Allows pt con- 
taining more than 25 per cent of sulphur to 
enter free, and prohiblis allowance for molist- 
ure. The other important changes in this 
schedule, railway iron, tin plate and wire 
jeoncing, have already been noted. 

Penknives and pocket cutlery (now 58 per 
cent) shows asharp increase from 12 cents to 
$2 per dozen, and 50 per cent. 

In the wooden schedule timber is cut 50 per 
cent; sawed white boards ($2 per thousand) is 
placed at $1.50, and a safeguard against ex- 
port duties on logs is provided to equal the 
excess in that duty. 

THE REDUCTION ON SUGAR. 

Sugar stands as already noted, 33 per cent 
below number 16 and 45 per cent above that 
number, which amounts to 50 per cent reduac- 
tion on some grades and more than that on 
others. 

Molasses above 56 degrees (8 cents a gallon) 
is placed at 25 per cent, with a safeguard 
against an export duty. 

Cigars, cigarettes and cheroots ($2.50 per 
pound and 25 per cent) are placed at $3 and 25 
per cent. The clause fixing the duty on leaf 
wreppers (unstemmed 75 cents, stemmed $1 a 
pound) establisbes rates of $2 and $2.75 re- 
spectively, and has a proviso that if any por- 
tion of a bale is suitable for wrappers, the en- 
tire Dale shall pay wrapper duty. 

The liquor schedules remain substantially 
as at present, with the addition of efferves- 
cent mineral waters, natural and imitation, 
which are made dutiabie’ at 25 cents and 60 
cents a dozen bottles, according to size. 

Cotton manufactures are practically as fixed 
in the Senate bill of last Congress. 

In the hemp, flax and jute schedules, 
cables, cordage and twine of Manilla, inciud- 
ing binding twine (2% cents) is made 1% cents 
a pound. 

On wool the duties are as already stated. 

Under the silk schedule a bounty clause, to 
operate for ten years, provides for the pay- 
ment of $1 per pound on silk produced and 
reeled inthe United States, and 7 cents per 
pound on cocoons. 

Under the head of books, paper and pulp, 
wood pulp (10 per cent.) 16 fixed et $2.50 per 
ton for ground, $6 for unbleached and $7 for 
bieached chemical pulp. 

Leather belting and sole (15 per cent), 20 per 
cent; calf skins, dressed (20 per cent), 25 per 
cent; kangaroo, sheep and goat skins, dressed 
(20 per cent), 2 per cent; skins for morocco, 
tanned, but unfinished (Io per cent), 15 per 
cent; gloves, kid or leather, in whole or part, 
in any stace of manufacture (50 per cent), 
valued at $5 per dosen, $1.50 and 20 per cent 
between $5 and $8 in value, $2 per dozen and 25 
per cent: above that 50 per cent. 

Pianos (new class) 25 per cent. 

Following the dutiable schedules and free 
list in the bill. are administrative sections 
mainly reiterative of existing laws. 

INTERNAL REVENUE PROVISIONS. 

The internal revenue provisions make up 
the remainder of the measure. They abolish 
all special taxes upon dealers in leaf tobacco, 
dealers in tobacco, manafacturers of,tobacco 
and cigars and pediers, but these persons 
are required to register their names and ad- 
dresses as at present. Ali restrictions upon 
tobacco-growers in regard to the sale of 
their tobacco are also removed. The 
tax on smoking and manfactured tobacco and 
snuffis reduced from 8 cents to 4 cents a 
pound. Provision is made fora rebute to 
manfacturers and dealerson original factory 
packages of smoking and manafactured to- 
bacco and snuff, cigars, cheroots and cigar- 
ettes held at the time the law goes into effect 
of the full amonnt of the reduction made by 
the bill. 


Section 383 of the bill repeals all laws allow- 


ing the distillation of fermented liquors ex- 
ceptin an authorized distillery, and the laws 
allowing the use of alcoholic vaporin the 
manufacture of vinegar. 

Section 40 confers upon producers of sweet 
wine who are also distillers the right to use 
wine spirits to fortify their wines except in 
May, June and July of each year. 

The entire bill makes aclosely printed docu- 
ment of 162 printed pages. According to ar- 
rangement the full committee will enter upon 
its detailed consideration inimediateiy, and 
amendments may be offered during the next 
ten days. 


His FELLOW WORKMAN. 


The Effeets of Jacob Busch Identified To- 
Day by John Geibel. 


On the afternoon of January 21 last a gar- 
dener, while engaged in trimming the trees in 
front of the residence of John Stork, 1110 
Armstrong avenue, lost his balance and fell 
headlong to the sidewalk beneath. His skull 


was fractured, and he died at the City Hos- 
pital the following day. There was nothing 
on his person which would in any way fx his 
identity, and he was buried from the Morgue 
at the city’s expense five days later. Opposite 
the record of his case in the Coroner’s regis- 
ter is written the word Unknown. 

Yesterday afternoon Jobn Geibel, a gar- 
dener at Shaw’s Garden, called at the Morgue 
and asked to see the descriptioca 
of the deceased. This being read to 
him, he at once declared that the unfortunate 
man was undoubtedly one Stephen Buscb 
who had disappeared from his accustomed 
baunts at about that time. Busch was 
a married man, about 4 years of 
age, and a gardeper by occupation. 
His wife, who is demented, is confined-in the 
St. Louis Insane Asylum, while bis three 
childred are at the German Protestant Orphan 
Asylum onthe St. Charles Rock road. Geibel 
will call atthe Corner’s office to-morrow 
and make affidavit to his statement.

He Deserts Hias Wife and Children and 
Swindles a Poor Woman.

New Tonk, April 1—Alfred Hargraves 
came here from Manchester, Engiand, five 
months ago with £200. A weck ago last Sat- 
urday the steamship Germanic arrived with 
Mrs. Alfred Hararaves and her two daughters, 
Eliza, 9 years, and Janie, aged5 years.

Then the letters became loss 
frequent and finally stopped. The wife wait- 
ed afew weeks and then sold her household 
goods and followed her husband. She thought 
he must be dead. Groden found that Har- 
graves and the woman who piayed the part of 
his wife had moved to 70 Willoughby 
avenue, Brooklyn. At that address, the 
landlady saidtwo such persons had rented 
a suite of rooms from herand had left between 
midnight and sunrise without paying their 
rent. She said that Mr. Hargraves was em- 
ployed by the Metropolitan Insurance Co., in 
this city. Mrs. Hargraves and her two chil- 
dren and Mrs. Bowman waited in front of the 
company’s office all the next day, but Har- 
graves did notappear. The following day the 
insurance people found that their collector 
was missing with considerable cash which did 
not belong to him.

NURSE DONNELLY’S ASSAILANT, 


Eva Hamilton Wants Money to Fight Her 
Husband’s Divorce Suit.

NEW YORK, April 1.—Evangeline Hamilton, 
who is now serving a term of two years in 
Trenton Prison for assaulting Nurse Don- 
nelly, made application yesterday through 
Lawyer Charles W. Fuller, to Judge Andrews 
in the Supreme Court, for an order directing 
Robert Ray Hamiliton to pay her $5,000 with 
which to employ counse! to defend the action 


brought by Hamilton for an annulment of his 
marriage with her. Mrs. Hamilton in her pe- 
tition says that Robert Ray Hamilton has 
real estate in New York and Brooklyn valued 
at $359,000, and that he hasan annual income 
of $18,000. She says he is trying to foree 
through the divorce proceedings while she is 
inprisen. Mr. Hamilton, she says, paid the 
lawyer who defended ber in the assault case 
$1,000. She says she is unable to nay her law- 
vers, and ae the suit for the annulment of the 
marriage will be brought in Elmira, the ex- 
penses will be heavy. S. B. Clarke, who ap- 
peared for Mr. Hamilton, said that his client 
did not admit the matters of fact in Mrs. Ham- 
liton’s afiidavit, but for the purpose of this 
motion he was unwilling to contest it. Mr. 
Hamilton — in his affidavit: 

Jam ready to pay such sum as the court 
may think necessary, but I respectfully sub- 
mit that she is inno need of money.’’ 

Mr. Hamilton also says that when he not- 
fled his wife on September 24, 1889, that he In- 
tended to teuke steps to havo the marriage an- 
nullea, he sent ber titles to property amount- 
ing to $8,000.

Harry Loehr’s Sentence Affirmed—A Cotn- 
terfoiter Arrested at Pekin.

Admits His Company Intend Platting 
a Town and Want a Number of Fran- 
chises, 


An election for to@nship officers is being 
held at Venice, Ill.,to-day and the opponents 
of the regular caucus ticket allege that it 
represents corporation interests. They 
claim that the corporations and particularly 
the Merchants’ Bridge people are making a 
systematic effort to obtain control of what few 
political offices there are in connection with 
the adminstration ofthe affairs of the town 
and the county adjacent to the eastern 
approach ot the bridge. A resident 
of Venice, who Is opposed to the ticket which 
the Merchants’ Bridge people are alleged to be 
supporting, made the following statement of 
the case: P 

A CITIZEN ON THE CAUCUS. 

‘*‘A star-chamber caucus was held to nomi- 
nate candidates for the offices to be filled at 
this election. The ticket was made up with- 
out consulting the citizen, farming and tax- 
paying interests,and this aroused such a keen 
fecling in the opposition thatthey held a meet- 
ing and nominated Mr. Chris Ahrens against 
the caucus ticket for Supervisor. Mr. Ahrens 
interests are identical with those of the oiti- 
zens, farmers and tax-payers generally, 
whereas the caucus candidate, who Is the pres- 
ent incumbent, is fully ian sympathy witb the 
corporations. Not only the township but 
Madison County generally, is against any 
corporation rule, and the farming element 
will fight against it to the last. The feeling 
has been increased, too, by reason of Maj. 
Rainwater, President of the Terminal Rail- 
way Co., referring to the people of Venice as 
living ln aswamp among frogs. The bridge 
people have a favorite scheme of establishing 
a big manufacturing town at the east end of 
the bridge, with gas, water, electric light and 
power, etc., and desired to have Venice in- 
cluded in the limite with full-fledged long 
limit and exclusive franchises. Several 


secret meetings in this Interest were held, and 
indignation being expressed Maj. Rainwater, 
as the representative of the company, said if 
the people preferred to live in a swamp 
among frogs the company had no objection. 
This language bas greatly increased the feel- 
ing against the corporations.’’ 
MAJ. RAINWATER SCOUTS THE IDEA. 

Maj. Rainwater was seen at the office of the 
Merchants’ Bridge this morning and asked 
what truth there was In the story that the cor- 
poration was endeavoring to control potitics 
at Venice. 

„Our experience here with our own Coun- 
cil has not been such, he remarked, eas to 
make us desire to dabble in politics in Venice 
or anywhere else. I do not know who the 
candidates are in Venice nor when 
the election takes place over there 
except that it comes off some time this 
month. It is true that we do want to consoli- 
date a proposed new town at the east end of 
our bridge with Venice and desire the con- 
sent of Venice to grant us franchises for gas- 
works, water-works, av electric light plant, 
a street raliway and other things necessary in 
alive, energetic, moderntown. We have be- 
tween 700 and 800 acres of land at the 
east end of our bridge, and we intend 
platting outatown there and have already 
let contracts amounting to $25,000 for grading 
and macadamizing. Ve intend using our 
land over there for 283 machine shops and 
atown site, and Mr. Guye, Mr. Overall and 
myself are the trustees of the proposed town. 
We do not want to antagonize the Interests 
of the people of Venice, and offered to con- 
solidate the two places, provided they will 

rant us the franchises we need and desire. 
fthey will notdothat weshall simply form 
@ separate town of our own and grant 
ourselves what franchises we wish. e are 
not within the corporate limits of Venice, and 
it is they and not us who would be benefited 
by the consolidation, as itis our intention to 
endeavor to build up the place, and we expect 
to make it a larger place than East St. Louls. 
Our ground stands eleven feet higher than the 
latter place, and there is no reason why we 
should not be able to bulld up a larger and 
more rosperous city. As I say it is 
the enice people who will be 
benefited by the consolidation and it they do 
not care to unite with us we shall not en- 
deavor to persuade them to, but shall go on 
and build up a town ofourown. lkunderstand 
that four-fifths of the people over there favor 
consolidation, and this opposition is all led 
by a few soreheads and some East St. Louls 
people who want the franchises we are asking. 
Of course, we uo not propose to consolidate 
unless we are granted the necessary franchises 
first. These franchises are valuable and we 
will not give them up to other people though 
we have no objections to outsiders taking 
stock in these companies after we get the 
franchises. We already have two or three 
lumber yards on our land, and expect to get a 
locomotive works. A company is being or- 
ganized to start a roiling-mill over there 
to manufacture sheet iron, such as is em- 
ployed in licht work. This mill is to give em- 
ployment to about five hundred hands. Two 
e of the targest railroads in the country 
have been buying up land adjoining ours for 
ard room, etc. We will have no trouble in 
building e town of our own, and itis not 
necessary us to interfere in the Venice 
elections, as we do not wish to consolidate 
unless the people there desire u.

DULL AND STUPID. 


Kemmler the First Man to Suffer a Legal 
Death by Electricity. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

BUFFALO, N. ., April 1.—It is hard to con- 
ceive of the existence of a man born in thése 
days and in this country so morally slow and 
so stunted in intellect as Wm. Kemmler, the 
first who will attain the bad eminence of 
dying by the electric spark. He was re- 
sentenced here yesterday. As he came out of 
Auburn Prison he wore a neat suitof brown, 


clean linen, a vari-colored scarf with an imi- 
tation diamond in it. His black beard had 
been allowed to grow but it was ragged in 
places where he had been gnawing it ner- 
vously since he knew there was no hope. 
His face was flushed. His nose and part 
of the flesh under his eyes were red and 
marked with dark spots. Beside him was 
Daniel McNaughton, who has done notbing 
for ten months past but guard him in his soll- 
tary cell. A hand of each was linked with 
steel to the otber. Kemmler said nothing. 
There was no expression of joy or satisfaction 
at the prospect of the open country again 
after his days of loneliness. In the cars he 
sat quict, though he and McNaughton are 
good friends. 

Do you like the trip?’’ 

It is nice.“ 

The words meant nothing. The impression 
nis appearance and manner conveyed was 
that he was numb with dread. When Kemmler 
was first immured he did not know his letters. 
Now he can read with difficulty a child’s 
book, but the truths of religion are beyond his 
couprehension. Dull and stupid still, 
he passed out ot the train here 
and was taken in a carriage to 
the court room. Warden Durston, who ac- 
companied Kemmiler here, stopped for dinner 
and sent the prisoner tothe City Jalil, intend- 
ing to have him arraigned later. In his ab- 
sence, however, the prisoner was led into the 
courtroom. Every inch of space was occu- 
pied. Outside in the corridors a crowd craned 
their necks and stood on tiptoe trying to peer 
into the room. At 2:10 Judge Childs entered 
and at once took his seat. The District At- 
torney asked that the date of Kemmier’s 
execution be fixed. Judge Childs asked if 
Kemmler had anything to say why tbe judg- 
3 of the court should not be passed. 

No, Sir. 

‘*Then the order of the Court is that the 
former sentence in your case be carried into 
effect within the week yb Aprii 28, and 
that you be returned to the State prison at 
Auburn and be there kept in close confine- 
ment until the time of execution.’’ 

That was all. Words as cold and heartless 
as the science which has been calied in to kill 
him. The old formula of the death sentence 
ended with a prayer, ‘‘and may God have 
mercy on your soul.“ 

Here, nothing of ail this, merely a taking off; 
a sentence without a word of sympathy or re- 
membrance of a hereafter. Science knows no 
God, but atleast it might be human. Kemm- 
ler, it will be remembered, was convicted of 
killing Matilda Zeigior, a woman who lived 
with him as hia wife. The murder took place 
on South Division stgeet on March 29, 1889, and 
was a most brutal om, the weapon used being 
a hatchet.

GEORGE WASHINGTON’'S FATHERS. 


The Burial Place ot Augustine Washington 
Fimally Located. 


Fv Telerraph to the Post-DisratTcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1.—A short time 
since inquiry was made in regard to the place 
where the father of George Washington was 
buried. Diligent search here failed for some 
time to ascertain the. location of the grave of 
Augustine Washington. Butthe information 
has finally been secured. It seems that 
Augustine Washingten, the father of Gen. 


George Washington, died April 12, 1743, in 
Stafford County, and nis body was brought 
down and deposited in the vault at Wakefield, 
near Bridge’s Creek in Westmoreland County, 
where his first wife (Jane Butler) had been 
buried in November, 1728. The site of this 
vault and burial ground is correctly located 
onachart made in a survey of ‘‘Washing- 
ton’s birthpiace’’ by A. Lindenkohl in Sep- 
tember, 1827, copies of which chart can be 
obtained from the office of the United States 
Survey in Washington. The spot is occasion- 
ally viaited by tourists, and was seen by 
Bishop Meade in 1857, who describes its 
mnegiected condition as ‘‘disgusting.’’

burial ground occupies a space filty or sixty 
feet square. The arch of the vault fell in 
many years ago, and the excavation is nearly 
fll with debris. Near by are two grave- 
stones, one 1,696, marking the grave of two 
children (John and Mildred) of Lawrence 
Washington, the grandfather of Gen. George 
Washington. The other is over the grave of 
Jane, the first wife of Augustine Washington, 
the father ot the General, with the date of 
November 24, 1726. There are other frag- 
ments of gravestones lying around. The 
whole place is overgrown witb vines and bur- 
docks. It is a question as to who has a legal 
title to the spot now.

shipped to him, looked a little curious, to say 
the least. Remarks were freely made to the 
effect thatthis was a most remarkable way 
for the State Inspector to conduct business, 
and that it was rather a peculiar course for a 
man to sell again as a dealer which he was 
liable to be called upon to pass on as an in- 
spector.
